PRG announces recycling plan 
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The final touches were being put 
to the Producer Responsibility 
Group’s recycling and recovery 
infrastructure plan, as Packaging 
News went to press. PRG says it 
expects to present its plan, which 
will address recycling targets 
and how to go about creating 
a market for recycled materi¬ 
als, as well as a Timetable for 
doing so, to John Gummer, 
Secretary of State of the Envi¬ 
ronment, on February 7. 

The long-awaited plan will 
then go into a public consulta¬ 
tion period for around two 
months. An interim plan was 
presented to the government 
late last year ( PN December 


’93) in order to safeguard rhe 
paper/board and recycling 
infrastructure. 

While the publication of 
targets, largely expected to be 
in line with those proposed by 
the European Union’s Packag¬ 
ing directive, and how to get

there is welcomed, there seems 
to be growing anxiety in 
industry over the voluntary 
nature of the plan. The stick¬ 
ing point between the group 
and the government also 


appears to be funding. 

Five objectives were laid 
down for the plan which 
included the group meeting its 
own costs for funding collec¬ 
tion and processing with the 
establishment of mechanisms 
to raise these sums. 

James Devereux, spokesper¬ 
son for Incpen, says: “Yes, there 
is a genuine feeling dial the plan 
has got to be backed up by legis¬ 
lation.” However, Mr Gummer 
has been keen to emphasise that 
it is the producer’s responsibili¬ 
ty. In addition, there is no tunc 
within the parliamentary calen¬ 
dar for at least 18 months for 
any compliance legislation.

M Back to basics this month with the more 
practical side of packaging coming to the 
fore again and tnc whole issue of open- 
ability. This is, of course, an issue that 
never really leaves the forum, but the 
ppalling Sack of progress in this area means that it is not 
always easy to comment on. 

This is not to say that the editorial office of Packaging 
News docs not receive articles describing easy opening fea¬ 
tures at great length, but whether the consumer concurs 
with these often glowing descriptions is another matter. 

After all, what the marketing manager describes as 
consumer friendly and easy to open are attributes not 
always appreciated by his/her peers or parents, and cer¬ 
tainly not by the grandparents. Recent complaints to The 
Packaging Council bear this out. 

This is why the Institute of Packaging (IOP) has put 
together a one-day symposium on the subject to be held in 
April (see page 9). Says Harold Redwood, IOP board mem¬ 
ber and honorary organiser: “The grey consumer has a 
greater spending power than is currently reflected in terms 
of easy usage of retail packaging so we confidently expect I 
our audience to come from food and drink manufacturing, 
retailing, distribution and packaging manufacture as well 
as those responsible for the caring of those with physical 
disability, partial sightedness or of advancing years." 

Indeed, I have the task of chairing the day, so I look 
forward to hearing from both sides and hope that some 
progress at least can be made. 

As the Institute of Grocery Distribution said at the 
launch of its three year initiative on openability last year: 

It is a socially unacceptable fact that some 49,000 UK con¬ 
sumers need hospital treatment from in juries through 
opening grocery packaging each year. 

The packaging industry is sometimes accused of not 
coming forwarawith innovative solutions at either the 
right speed or in great enough numbers by fast-moving 
consumer goods manufacturers. How then do we explain 
that even though easy open tear strips were available for 
sachets in the 50s (as reported in Packaging News at the 
time) your pub meal can still go cold before yoii*ve got 
your ketchup on it today...? 

Traditionally, the answer has been cost, or on-cost. 
But what cost turning off the grey consumer from 
your brand? And what cost to your brand from those 
49,000 people who end up in hospital, telling all their 
friends anu relatives on the way to out-patients? 

And why is it for instance that pet food cans have 
sported easy open ring-pull can ends before baked beans 
cans? What criteria do brand managers use 
when making the decision to include an MM 
easy opening device on their packs or not?

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Honesty on composting Self-chill can breakthrough 


As contincnt.ll convenors year 
up for tonnage production using 
Zeneca's liiodcgr.ul.ihlc polymer 
Biopol, a European drive to set 
up composting as a serious 
was to management option is 
centering on northern Europe. 

Taking the lead in expand¬ 
ing composting schemes 
beyond the pilot stage arc the 
German Lander, in particular 
Lowcr Saxony. Estimates 
there, put the proportion of 
households with access to 
composting systems as 10 per 
cent, with a target of At least 
50 per cent by 1995. Hessen is 
also keen to build up the con¬ 
tribution of composting to 
waste management.

Biopnl - which is produced by 
naturally occurring bacteria - 
sees its task .is being more diffi¬ 
cult because some consumers 
mistakenly associate the mater¬ 
ial with discredited products. 

“Wariness 
: difficulty” 

One of the difficulties to over¬ 
come is the wariness of the 
compost industry about the 
effect these polymers will have 
on their own end product. In 
particular there are concerns 
about possible conraminants 
such as inks, voiced last year by 
the Lower Saxony environment 
minister Monika Grief aim. 

Environmental groups had 
objected at the launch of the 
Wclla Biopol bottle (sec PN 
May 1990) that biodegradabili¬ 
ty was a “red herring” detract¬ 
ing from reuse and recycling. 

One of the companies 
working with Zeneca is Italian 


film converter Safca. Adriano 
Teneati, product manager, is 
optimistic about the future of 
biodegradable polymers. He 
sees no reason why recycling 
and composting cannot operate 
as parallel waste management 
systems. This would entail the 
urgent introduction of a mater¬ 
ial identification system to 
allow source separation, and 
this is currently being 
addressed on a European level.

In a boost to filling line effi¬ 
cient.* lex, The Body Shop in 
Litilch.unpton has modified its 
existing CE King fillers with .1 
Clean in Place (cip) system. 

King had been working on 
ways of providing cip on its 
Tcchnofill fillers, and had iden¬ 
tified ITT Jabsco Pureflo 55 
pumps as replacements for 
standard gear pumps. The 
Body Shop was itself keen to 
install cip, reduce downtime 
and so increase output. 

Trials were carried out ini¬ 
tially at King’s own factory 
and then at the Body Shop, 
whose engineers worked with 
the manufacturer of the pump. 

The Body Shop’s lines 
include several high speed 12- 
hcad King filling machines. 
Technofill equipment has a 
gear pump as standard. These 


are said to be easy to flush 
through during changeover 
between products and are easy 
to dismantle without touls. 

So while on smaller filling 
lines there may be negligible 
time saving with cip, on larger 
machines the system reduced 
downtime, without the need to 
dismantle filling beads. 

Fillers are flushed through 
with hot water and detergent at 
the end of a production run. 
Operators then draw a sterilis¬ 
ing fluid into the filling heads, 
leaving it there for up to half an 
hour. This kills any residual 
bacteria. Finally, hot water is 
used to flush the whole system 
through again.

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Despite a history which goes 
back only seven years, the Pro¬ 
cessing and Packaging Machinery 
Association has demonstrated a 
consistent growth in member¬ 
ship and a corresponding 
widening of the services it 
offers to those members. 

With a brief to promote the 
sales of equipment both in and 
outside the UK, the PPM A will 
undertake projects of benefit 
both to members and cus¬ 
tomers. Its higher-profile activ¬ 
ities include the annual PPM A 
show and its own publications. 

Originally eight companies 
came together to found the asso¬ 
ciation: ACM Machinery, 
Robert Bosch, RA Jcnton, 
Engclmann & Uuckham, 
IMA, Sussex & Berkshire, 
Rockwell and Ultrapac. At the 
first meeting of the association 
in 1987, 40 companies - the 
bulk of them importers of 
machinery - attended. 

An early boost to the 
founding membership - by 
then almost doubled - came 
two years later when the Pack¬ 
aging Equipment Manufactur¬ 
ers Association (PEMA) voted 
to merge its own 40-strong 
membership with the PPM A. 

Since that merger, member¬ 
ship lias again doubled to 235 
companies. The PPMA repre¬ 
sents suppliers of UK and for¬ 
eign equipment in almost equal 
numbers, and these companies 
account for an estimated 90 per 
cent of UK sales in this sector. 

Initially the PPMA saws 
itself as being little more than a 
marketing support service. 
Since then, emphasis has been 
put on three ocher areas: 

• raising the sector profile 

• ensuring continued develop¬ 
ment of the show 

• maintaining an up-to-date 
directory. 

Before the PPMA came 
onto the scene, the machinery 
sector was treated very much as 
a second class citizen, according 
to association general secretary 
Andrew Manly. Since then it has 
succeeded in raising the group’s 
profile. “But even today, the 
PPMA's most important role is 
to give the machinery sector a 
more effective voice in the mar¬ 
ket place,” says Mr Manly.

A determination to reduce the 
costs involved in exhibitions 
was one of the impulses behind 
the founding of the association 
and remains a major concern. 
Its own machinery-only 
PPMA Show is now in its sixth 
year and well-established in 
the exhibition calendar. 

From the first show in 
1988, which counted around 
90 exhibitors, the event has 


(.hanged out of all recognition. 
In 1993 it drew visitors to 168 
stands, representing some 400 
machinery manufacturers from 
around the world. 

It is a sign of the continu¬ 
ing growth of the exhibition 
chat the 1994 show is to be 
held at Birmingham’s NEC 
rather than, as previously, in 
die Telford Exhibition Centre. 
There arc already firm book¬ 
ings this year from L60 compa¬ 
nies, and the PPMA believes it 
will be the largest UK show for 
the industry this year. 

Although it is holding its 
own show as usual in the 
autumn of that year, the PPMA 
officially supports Pakex ’95. In 
this and some foreign events 
the PPMA says it cjn help 
members to realise cost savings 
if they decide to exhibit. 

Structures within the asso¬ 
ciation are designed for maxi¬ 
mum openness within the 
obvious limits of so wide-rang¬ 
ing a membership. The council 
normally consists of the presi¬ 
dent, vice president and 10 
other councillors. The current 
president is David Wright of 
Europack, his deputy Derek 
Moore of Sussex & Berkshire.

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Three council members from 
PEMA retained this role with- 
iti the PPMA at the time of die 
merger, so initiating a mix of 
importers and British manufac¬ 
turers on the council which 
has been maintained ever since. 

Manageable numbers of 
member companies are made the 
responsibility of each councillor. . 
Within the council there is a man¬ 
agement committee consisting of 
the three key officers on the 
council and die general secretary. 

Committee decisions are 
ratified by the council, which 
meets four times a year. There 
is also an annual meeting in the 
autumn for all the membership. 

Faces change with democ¬ 
ratic frequency on the council, 
with five seats vacated each 
year and elections held for 
replacements. The president is 
elected by fellow councillors 
for a term of one year. 

Day to day business is car¬ 
ried out by a permanent secre¬ 
tariat based in Croydon. 
Alongside Andrew Manly arc 
Angela Locke, the exhibition 
manager. Bill Lake, publishing 
co-ordinator and David Harri¬ 
son, in charge of membership 
and advertisement sales. 

Publications from the asso¬ 
ciation include the quarterly 
Machinery Update , launched in 
1989 and now edited by Michael 
Maddox, a show catalogue and 
an EU (European Union) leg¬ 
islation update.

Steel drums anticipate regulations 


Following more than 12 
months' developoieni work 
with Safcty-Klecn LfK Ltd, the 
UK waste management firm, 
Van Leer UK Ltd is introduc¬ 
ing open top steel drums in 50- 
205 litres capacity. 

“Anticipating the intro¬ 
duction of ADR regulations in 
the UK to cover the movement 
of hazardous products with 
effect from January 1 1995, the 
containers will carry the UN 
mark on the body", says Roy 
Wyldes, market development 
manager at Van Leer (Steel 
Drums, Merseyside Works, 
Ellesmere Port, South Wirral 
L65 4E2 - tel: 051-355 3644, 
fax:051-356 3365). 

All the drums have been 
UN performance tested and 
certificated for hazardous liq¬ 


uids in the range SGI.2 to 1.4. 

At present in the UK there 
arc n«.« specific regulations cov¬ 
ering the movement of haz¬ 
ardous goods by road. The 
European Union ADR regula¬ 
tions will tighten this up. 

This is the first steel drum 
that is UK produced which can 
be opened and rescaled and is 
suitable to contain hazardous 
liquids, says Mr Wyldes. 

The technology required to 
produce the drums has meant 
altering the shape of the closing 
ring, the area ac the top and bot¬ 
tom of the drum where the 
strengdi of the scams is important. 
A heavier gauge steel is also used. 

The 50, 60 and 120 liirc 
drums have tapered bodies 
allowing the drums to be deliv¬ 
ered with their lids and closing 


rings louse, the bodies nested 
to save transport and ware¬ 
house space. Mr Wyldes said 
the company is also close in 
finishing off a 25 litre size. 

The 205 litre drums have 
the lids and closing rings fitred 
when delivered but after 
removal for filling can be refit¬ 
ted by hand. Safety-KIcen has 
its own facilities for inspecting 
the containers for reuse. 

Brian Wilson, distribution 
centre manager at Safcty-Kleen 
tells Packaging News that the 
company is introducing the 
drums to allow k to carry out its 


waste minimisation programme. 
"The drums will he used on 
average two to three times and 
therefore will reduce the amount 
of waste going to landfill." 

The open-top “is easier to 
clean. However, it does mean 
more monitoring and checking 
of the Jrunis", says Mr Wilson. 

Open top drums in the 25- 
205 litre capacity have tradition¬ 
ally been used for powders, 
greases and pastes. Van Leer has 
spent over £150,000 on the open 
drum project for liquids.

Cartonless tube installations 


The move to cartonless tube 
packing - spurred initially by 
German demands for reduced 
packaging to meet its Packag¬ 
ing Ordinance requirements - 
has resulted in ten of the six¬ 
teen TSR machines, ordered 
from IWK, being installed. 

First installation was at 
Wybert, Germany a year ago 
which was a first generation 
machine that handles cartons 
in a horizontal format only. All 
other machines are the latest 
generation design which, via a 


robotic system, can place tubes 
in any orientation required - 
vertically, horizontally or nest¬ 
ed top to base. 

This version, the TSR car¬ 
tonless packaging system, was 
launched at interpack and 
depending on format, packag¬ 
ing material costs can be 
halved and pallets loaded with 
twice as many tubes, says 
IWK’s UK and Ireland agent 
Sussex and Berkshire Machin¬ 
ery' Co Ltd (Blackncst, Alton, 
Hants GU34 4PX - tel: 0420 


22669, fax: 22687). 

Fifteen of the tube filling 
and packing lines are handling 
toothpaste with Elida Gibbs in 
Germany being the one excep¬ 
tion. They arc packing its nail- 
care, haircream and Ponds 
face wash products. 

Elida Gibbs supplies prod¬ 
ucts in cardboard trays for the 
German market and in plastics 
trays for the French and British 
retailers and the company 
required a machine that could 
cope with either tray type with 


the minimum of changeover 
time. The IWK equipment 
offers the option of a cardboard 
tray erector module or fitting a 
plastics tray dcnestcr. 

As Hans Scydel, manag¬ 
ing director sales of IWK, 
tells Packaging News, most of 
the leading toothpaste manu¬ 
facturers in Germany, includ¬ 
ing Procter & Gamble which 
has ordered five lines, arc 
now using the TSR system. 
He believes the success 
gained in this market will lead 


to others, but for pharmaceu¬ 
tical type products the ques¬ 
tion of patient care leaflets 
remains an obstacle. 

Outside Germany, 
Stafford Miller in Ireland has 
just commissioned a line which 
will be handling its Sensodyne 
toothpaste, while at Stafford- 
Miller in Plymouth, a line due 
to go in this July will be sup¬ 
plying the whole of Europe 
with this product. 

The TSR system accepts 
tubes, typically in two streams 
from a twin head filler, shin¬ 
gles the two streams and then 
loads the tubes into a collation 
conveyor with fitments that 


maintain the shingling. This j 
conveyor indexes below the 
robot which, once the desired 
number of tubes for a com¬ 
plete layer or row has been 
accumulated, lifts the collation 
by vacuum cups. For horizon¬ 
tal loading the layer is simply 
moved forward and down: for 
vertical packaging the head 
rotates through 90 degrees. 

The robot - which is man¬ 
ufactured hy IWK sister com¬ 
pany Kuka - is equipped with a 
software package which 
enables it to be programmed 
by any IBM-compatible pc.

A Pira-lcd consortium has won | 
a £] million grant hum the 
European Commission to 
develop a system for identify¬ 
ing and separating plastics in 
mixed wastes. 

At the end of three years, 
Pira is expected to have a pilot 
plant up and running, which 
will be able to make at least 100 
identifications a second and 
sort plastics at speeds of up to 
10 articles a second. 

"'We have worked on most 
common plastics, but the sys¬ 
tem will in principle be applica¬ 
ble to any type ol plastic and 
the number of tracers is unlim¬ 
ited. It could be applied very' 
easily to packaging," says 
Philip Tice of Pira’s packaging 
research department. 

The consortium will devel¬ 
op tracers that identify the dif¬ 
ferent types of plastics and 
manufacture a range of plastics 
containers which hold the trac¬ 
ers. Other partners in the pro¬ 
ject include: Bayer in 
Germany, Cranfield Universi¬ 
ty, Newell Engineering, the 
Laboratoirc Nacionale d’Essais 
in France and the Apinc. 

Pira (0872 J7G16I) is also 
looking for industry sponsors 
to provide some funding 
towards the project. 


Pilot scheme backs up 
eps transit choice 


Technologies for all materials will be 
showcased at Recycling'94 later this month . 
Here we also examine progress with plastics 
collection, sorting and reprocessing In the UK . 


El Dover’s choice of eps rather 
titan board for transit packag¬ 
ing to protect its whire goods is 
being backed up by a pilot 
recycling scheme at one of its 
distribution centres. 

The relatively small pro¬ 
portion of eps collected from 
direct domestic deliveries by 
Hoover rather than by high 
street retailers is shipped back 
to its two distribution centres 
at Merthyr and Manchester. 

At Merthyr a pilot scheme 
is recycling the used eps, which 
is then sold on for use as build¬ 
ing insulation. 

System reappraised 

Hoover used to source 
fib reboard for transit protec¬ 
tion but. the company tells PN, 
high stuck returns because of 
damage led to a reappraisal of 
this system. “The opportunity 
was taken to review alterna¬ 
tives from an environmental 
perspective,*’ says a spokesper¬ 
son. Figures suggested that cps 
recycling could be more ener¬ 
gy efficient than fibre. 

Since Hoover adopted cps 
and shrinkwrap for transit, 
stock returns have been 
reduced, says the company. 

There is still work to do in 
developing cps collection, 


recycling and markets for the 
reprocessed product in tile 
UK, as can be seen from 
H novel's inability to date to 
recycle waste returned to its 
Manchester distribution centre. 
Instead it is simply compacted 
and sent to landfill. 

Converters and recyclers of 
ps and eps in the UK have been 
stressing the recyclability of 
their product, and are deter¬ 
mined to strengthen the infra¬ 
structure in this country. The 
Polystyrene Recycling Associa¬ 
tion (PSRA), which groups 
companies recycling all forms of 
ps, is also involved in looking at 
other options, including inciner¬ 
ation for energy recovery. 

Some 10 per cent of eps 
packaging in the UK is recy¬ 
cled, the BPF (British Plastics 
Federation) estimates, expect¬ 
ing this figure to rise as new 
markets ate stimulated. 

"Recycling is an important 
waste management option for 
cps transit packaging and we 
actively encourage it wherever 
it is economically and environ¬ 
mentally viable," says Dick 
Hills, chairman of the federa¬ 
tion’s eps packaging group. 

A PSRA directory of ps 
recyclcrs in the UK is available 
from the BPF (6 Bath Place, 


Rivington Street, London 
EC2A 3JE - tel: 07M57 5000, 
fax:071-4575018). 

Companies such as Hoover 
have been reassured by a recent 
environmental agreement 
involving, says the BPF, 70 per 
cent of the world’s producers 


of eps transit packaging. 

This grouping has set 
out to combat misconcep¬ 
tions in some quarters about 
the acceptability of cps tran¬ 
sit packaging in parts of 
Europe in particular. 

Signatories of the agree¬ 
ment included the major raw 


material suppliers, manufactur¬ 
ers of eps from all over Europe, 
Japan and the US ;ts well as 
industry associations. The 
forum was hosted by the BPF? 
cps group, now spearheading 
efforts to approach and inform 
on their own ground decision 
makers around the world.

Problems over what to do with 
the large volumes of eps pack¬ 
aging used by Sony Manufac¬ 
turing have largely been 
overcome by the introduction 
ol a programme run at its plant 
in South Wales by Save Wood 
Products, which makes a tim¬ 
ber alternative from eps. The 
company is also close to sign¬ 
ing a deal with an electronics 
company in the UK for a simi¬ 
lar venture. 

Sony has installed a baler 
which densifies the eps at a rate 
of 400 kilos an hour with a vol¬ 
ume reduction of 50:1, so that 
lorry loads of 20 tonnes are 
transported at a time to Save 
Woud’s Isle of Wight plant and 
turned into the firm’s Dura- 
wood timber alternative. 

"This has done away with 
haulage and storage costs tradi¬ 
tionally associated with eps 
packaging," says Robert Bill- 
son Save Wood Products md 
(The Old Riggers Loft, Marina 
Walk, Cowes, Isle of Wight 
P031 7AY - tel: 0983 29935, 
fax; 299069). 

Currently moving to 
30,000 sq m premises, the com¬ 
pany will also be opening a 
plant on the mainland later in 
the year and is now installing 
additional equipment so that it 
has five compound lines and 
five profile lines. 

At the first stage the baler 
reduces the eps, then it is com¬ 
pressed into a plastics bead 


which can be u«oJ in miecumi 
hlowmtudding components. 
Alternatively, the product is 
taken a stage further and 
undergoes a profile extrusion 
process which includes a pro¬ 
prietary foam process to make 
the Durawood product. 

I “We do it i 
slightly ' 
differently 

"We Jo ii slightly differently to 
other companies, as we draw on 
our metal recycling experience 
making ps alloys anJ blending 
techniques," says Mr Billson. 

Durawood aims to move 
into new markets and challenge 
the hardwood timber sector. It 
has just began to sell to Texas 
ami Homccare in the home 
improvement sector, as well as 
supplying McDonalds fast 
food outlets. 

“It is one answer to the 
problem of eps waste. We 
believe we have to create a 
commercial base for recycling. 
We have given Sony a real 
income from its waste. Eps is a 
resource for us and we pay for 
it," he says. Durawood sells for 
£2000 a tonne - comparable 
with hardwood after finishing. 
It does not rot or require 
painting and resists insects.

How faraway ts a universal source-labelled 
product security tagging system? Opinions 
differ, but the pace of trials to combat 
shoplifting Is Increasing In a marketplace 
where retailers stand to save billions of 
pounds . Paul Gander reports. 


One of the problems with in¬ 
store lagging lor security pur¬ 
poses is the need lor a covert 
system which deters staff as 
much as it diminishes external

Efforts to find ,i viable and 
universal solution in the UK are 
being made by the Centre for 
the Exploitation of Science and 
Technology (CEST). While the 
Urge retailers are involved, in 
this area as in so many others, it 
is as much in their interest to 
compete in the search lor solu¬ 
tions as it is to cooperate. After 
all, if theft is cutting millions 
every year off vour competi¬ 
tor's profits, it is a major 
opportunity to sreal a lucrative 
march on the opposition. 

If EAS (Electronic Article 
Surveillance) tags were going 
to be applied in-store, as hap¬ 
pens with the bulkier clothing 
tags ar the moment, the use of 
different systems in parallel 
would not be a problem. 

But rfied is being chan¬ 
nelled towards a universal 
solution across the whole 
product range, and no retailer 
wants the added costs of 
applying tags or labels to 
everything. Hence, the product 
. packer or manufacturer is faced 
with the possibility that differ- 
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ent EAS systems will have to 
be built into products at source 
for the different retailers. 

“You couldn't have a mix 
of systems, it would be a night¬ 
mare, and this is the need that 
we have begun to address." 
say* Brian Weeks, commercial 
project manager at CEST. 
“None of die retailers want a 
variety of incompatible sys¬ 
tems, and the suppliers don’t 
want this either." 

Surveillance technology 
based on a tiny metal scrip, 
which could be integrated into 
most labels and even packs, is 
said to be ready. Work must 
now be concentrated on the 
area of activation in bulk, and 
the linking of deactivation to 
barcode scanning at the check¬ 
out, says CEST (071-354 
9942). Of course, detection 
must also be foolproof. 

I “Bulky and j 
expensive ” 

Of the three main types of 
technology available in EAS, 
the best known to date is prob¬ 
ably Radio Frequency Tagging 
(RFT), which is traditionally 
used in the bulky and expen¬ 
sive units attached in-store to 
high value articles of clothing. 

Tltc other two techniques - 
acousto-magnetic and electro¬ 
magnetic - both lend them¬ 
selves to move discreet applica¬ 
tions and involve cheaper unit 
costs. Scnsoima tic's UPP 
(Universal Product Protection) 
programme involves acouslo- 
magnctic technology, hut the 
company also has its electro¬ 
magnetic anil RFT systems. 

Several trials are raking 
place in tire UK. Sainsbury lias 
been carrying out trials at ics 
Vauxhall, London branch with 
electro-magnetic tags on a vari¬ 
ety of liigh-value products. In 
this case the tags, supplied by 
Eseltc Meto (0753 810535), 
have been visible. 

Eselte is one of a handful 
of EAS companies operating in 
the UK all of which arc as keen 
to gain a competitive edge over 
each ocher as the retailers they 
hope to supply. 

Working most closely with 
CEST up to now has been 
Knogo (0628 486414), but the 
centre stresses the variety of

Customers scan barcode labels with laser radio terminal guns 


CBS Wholesale, the indepen¬ 
dent specialist wholesaler cl 
toiletries and chemists sun¬ 
dries, has installed what is 
believed to be the first bar¬ 
code-based radio frequency 
product selection system in a 
retail outlet in rhe UK supplied 
by BPCC Numeric Arts. 

“Our objective was to 
improve our customer service, 
making cash and carry shop¬ 
ping easier and more ctlicienr, 
by eliminating the Traditional 
problems and headaches asso¬ 
ciated with it," Mike Hay¬ 
ward, systems manager at 
CBS, tells Packaging News. 

Whereas before customers 
took two to three hours to do 


their shopping, now they enter a 
showroom with all the products 
on display and with a laser radio 
terminal (LRT) gun scan the 
shelf-edge barcode labels of the 
products they wish to purchase. 
“Our customers only have to 
wait 15 minutes now. All their 
goods are ready for them and 
are loaded or delivered,” says 
Geoff Clarke, CBS md. 

The showroom curries sam¬ 
ples of every product presented 
in its retail packaging rather 
than in box or shrink wrapping. 
This stops pilfering, while 
allowing customers to handle 
and examine the products, says 
Mr Hayward. 

Numeric Arts md Barry 


Jervis tells PN: “ Once the sys¬ 
tem is perfected at CBS, the 
company will he looking to 
expand into the retail and 
warehousing sector." 

Numeric Arts (First 
Avenue, Globe Park, Marlow, 
Buckinghamshire SI-7 IYA - 
tel: 0628 *187000, fax: *187006) is 
currently discussing installing 
similar equipment *u other 
retail outlets. 

On entering the sire, each 
customer is given an LRT gun 
which is then programmed 
with his or her account, partic¬ 
ular profit return details and 
loading bay number.

Once a product is scanned this 
information is relayed to the 
warehouse. Products are 
placed on one of four conveyor 
belts (ending tu a central sort¬ 
ing bay, where an operator 
reads the barcode; the product 
is then automatically sorted 
into the customer's own bay. 

CBS has set a two-year 
payback period on the system. 


Modifications will allow 
customers to call up a record of 
what they have ordered and 
how much they have spent on 
the gun’s mini screen. 

"We chose Numeric Arts | 
because the guns are a good I 
shape aiul also fairly mgged for 
warehouse handling, as well At 
being easy to use", says Mr 
Hayward. Initial difficulties 
with the system included prob¬ 
lems with the guns and d\« 
radio frequency. 

Stocktaking is also under¬ 
taken with the scanners, which 
has improved efficiency. 

Any products that do not 
have a manufacturing code ire 
given one for the warehouse by 
CBS. "Nowadays around 80 
per cent of our sales already 
have a manufacturing code. In 
1982 only 10 per cent of goods 
were coded,” he says. 

Mr Jervis says the design 
and installation of the equip¬ 
ment was easy, the only prob¬ 
lems being where to put the 
antennae and the base stations.
